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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 20, 21, 23, 41, 42, 44, and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mantegazza ('681). 

6. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mantegazza 
('681) in view of Dames et al. ( c 649). In view of Dames et al. ('649), it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to form the magnetic 
regions of Mantegazza as graphic indicia (per Figs. 1& 2 and column 4, line 56 through 
column 5, line 7 of Dames et al.). 

7. Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The provision of analog data in the magnetic data is not disclosed. 

8. Claims 1 1 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In claim 11, line 3, —magnetic— should be inserted before 
"characteristic" for antecedent basis for the next line. In claim 40, line 2, "graphical 
indicia" should read —pattern— for clear antecedent basis. 
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9. Claims 22 and 46-49 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claims 1 1, 40, and 43 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S. C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

11. Claims 1-10, 12-19, and 25-39 are allowed. 

12. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the three magnetic levels as 
recited in claim 46 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

13. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they do 
not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "42b" (page 21, 
line 16) is not seen in Fig. 8. Correction is required. 
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14. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 14, line 25, 
"is" should read —are--. Appropriate correction is required. 



15. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 



16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references are examples of prior art approaches to the problem 
addressed by the invention.
